WAR JITTERS 
SPREADING 
IN MID-EAST 


JERUSALEM, Israeli 
Sector 


(AP) 
— The Israeli government 


worked overtime today to calm 
new war jitters in the Middle 
East, caused by a coded broad- 
cast Wednesday night calling up 
Israeli army reserves. 


The army said the announce- 


ment should have been a routine 
notice to three reserve units be- 
ing called for training maneuvers. 
But the army said the government 
radio had broadcast it in a way 
"likely to create panic in the 
country 
and 
misunderstanding 


abroad." 


Neighboring Syria had immedi- 


ately ordered all military men on 
leave back to duty and put five 
army reserve formations on 24- 
hour notice. Damascus radio said 
Syria- had taken "all necessary 
measures to defend herself" in the 
wake of the Israeli announcement 


Jordan's higher defense council 


held a late-night emergency meet- 
ing and announced it was taking 
"all necessary measures to pro- 
tect the Jordan border and secu- 
rity." The communique, broadcast 
by the government radio in Am- 
man, did not specify what meas- 
ures were being taken. 


Shortly after the Israeli broad- 


cast, which gave the impression 
of a large-scale mobilization or- 
der. Finance Minister Levi Eshkol 
interrupted a budget debate in 
Parliament to express the govern- 
ment's regret over the misunder- 
standing. 


Premier David Ben-Gurion, who 


is also Israel's defense minister, 
met this morning with heads of 
the armed services.

Modernization Plan for Pa. 
National Guard Is Outlined 


INDIANTOWN GAP, Pa. (AP)— 


The Pennsylvania Army National 
Guard today faced a sweeping 
modernization to increase its ef- 
ficiency in the age of nuclear and 
missile warfare. 


Adj. 
Gen. Anthony J. Drexel 


Biddle Jr. 
Wednesday outlined 


plans for the reorganization, which 
would streamline the Guard in ac- 
cord with changes already made 
in the active Army. 


"The reorganization in Pennsyl- 


vania is an integral part of a na- 
tionwide plan to streamline and 
strengthen the Army National 
Guard and adapt it to the changed 


requirements of national defense 
in the atomic age," Biddle said. 


He predicted the Guard would 


be reorganized in time for sum- 
mer training periods at this mas- 
sive installation.

will be early conversion of the 
Guard's 28th Keystone Division to 
"pentomic" status with only mi- 
nor alterations to be made in the 
present alignment of antiaircraft 
artillery and armored cavalry ele- 
ments of the Guard.

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Governor Abondons Hope 
Of Support for Tax Plan

HARRISBURG 
(AP) — Gov. 


Lawrence abandoned hope today 
of gaining support for his pro- 
posed y/2 per cent sales tax 
among a group of rebellious 
House Democrats. 


"We'll have to get Republican 


support to pass it in the House," 
Lawrence told his weekly news 
conference in reference to his pro- 
posal to boost the sales levy from 
3 to 3% per cent and broaden its 
coverage.

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Auto Workers at 
Kohler Plant Has 
Demonstration

KOHLER, Wis. (AP) — The 


United Auto Workers Union sum- 
moned its members today to dem- 
onstrate that its bitter strike 
against the Kohler Co.—which be- 
gan April 5, 1954—"still is very 
much alive." 


The union planned - to use the 


maximum number of pickets per- 
mitted under Wisconsin law—25 at 
each of the sprawling plumbing- 
ware factory's five gates — in a 
parade arranged by striking Lo- 
cal 833. 


This, said E. H. Kohlhagen, re- 


cording secretary, will be the un- 
ion's only observance of the anni- 
versary, which falls on Sunday 
this year. Its purpose, he added, 
is "to demonstrate only that our 
strike is still very much alive."

nearby Sheboygan is that the na- 
tion's oldest and, at times, most 
turbulent labor dispute, is just 
about over.

Tibetan Rebels 
Still Battling 
Chinese Commies 


By SPENCER MOOSA 


TAIPEI, Formosa (AP) — Na- 


tionalist China's official Central 
News Agency reported today that 
Tibetan rebels and Chinese Com- 
munist troops are still fighting 165 
miles northeast of Lhasa as well 
as near the Tibetan capital. 


Central News said the report 


came from intelligence sources in 
Lhasa. There was no way 
of- 


checking its accuracy, but Peiping 
radio said speakers at a meeting 
in Lhasa urged the Red army "to 
continue mopping up the rebels in 
remote areas of Tibet." 


The Central News Agency re- 


port said more than 100 Commu- 
nist troops were killed Monday 
and Tuesday in the Heiho area 
and fighting was still in progress. 
Communist reinforcements from 
Sinkiang, bound for Lhasa, were 
reported to have arrived at Heiho, 
a small highway town 165 miles 
northeast of the capital and 60 
miles from Tibet's frontier with 
the Chinese province of Tsinghai. 


The report also said the rebels 


controlled the highway between 
Lhasa and Shigatse, the second 
largest town in Tibet 140 miles 
southwest of Lhasa and the site 
of the lamasery headed by the 
Panchen Lama. 


This report, it correct could 


mean that the ,Panchen Lama, 
named by the Communists to re- 
place the Dalai Lama as head of 
the Tibetan local government, so 
far could not reach the capital.

Tornadoes Hit 
Communities 
In Florida

A heavy crippling fog blanketed 


the New York area for the second 
day today, while tornadoes stuck 
two communities in Florida. The 
high winds killed one person, in- 
jured at least nine others and 
caused damage estimated at more 
than a million dollars. 


At least two lives were lost as 


a result of the fog blanket in New 
York, many airliner flights were 
canceled, and the near-zero visi- 
bility anchored the liner Queen 
Mary—the world's largest — near 
the exit to New York Harbor. 
Idlewild Airport was shut down 
tight overnight and La Guardia's 
business was limited to the take- 
of eight planes. 


The Florida tornadoes hit Dade 


City;, about 50-miles west of Or-_ 
lando and Azalea Park, a suburo 
of Orlando. The sheriff's office re- 
ported property damage of one 
minion dollars 
at Dade City. 


Many houses and business build- 
ings there were damaged or de- 
stroyed and power lines were torn 
down. 


One death was reported at 


Azalea Park and at least seven 
were injured. The Weather Bureau 
warned of further possible dam- 
aging winds in south and east cen- 
tral Florida, but added that fur- 
ther twisters were not likely. 


April showers, meanwhile, con- 


tinued to splash areas in the east- 
ern third of the nation and the far 
Northwest, but fair weather pre- 
vailed in the major part of the 
country. 


The stormy w e a t h e r which 


struck the central plains Tuesday 
and Wednesday ended. Seven per- 
sons were killed and 61 others in- 
jured in Texas and Oklahoma, 
hit by tornadoes and severe thun- 
derstorms. 


The biggest precipitation belt 


during the early morning was 
from Michigan southward across 
the Ohio Valley into the southern 
and southeastern sections of the 
country. Snow fell in parts of 
Michigan. 


Nearly IVz inches of rain doused 


Augusta, Ga., and more than one 
inch fell in West Palm Beach, Fla. 
and Detroit. Thunderstorms rum- 
bled along the Georgia coast and 
hail, with strong winds, swept the 
Columbus, Miss., area.

WASHINGTON (AP)—President Eisenhower summoned the 


free world today to display unity, courage and perseverance m a 
quest for world peace, despite Communist "menace and threats." 


"Those who respect the dignity of man will not fail before 


the magnitude of the task," he said 


In an address prepared for the opening session of the 10th 


anniversary meeting' of the 15-nation North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization Council, Eisenhower said the real need for world 
peace is that the Communists abandon their "purpose of world 
domination." 


"We shall never cease to encourage such a change," he said, 


but added that free men must be prepared for years of tension 
and bickering with a force that menaces the very spiritual foun- 
dations of Western civilization. 


Eisenhower addressed him--}* 


self mainly to the 
long-range 


problems of a troubled world 
and gave only passing mention 
to the Berlin crisis which lends 
urgency to the -NATO meeting. 


Speaking in apparent 
refer- 


ence to the upcoming foreign 
ministers meeting with the So- 
viet Union on the Berlin and re- 
lated problems, and the prob- 
able summit session to follow, 
Eisenhower said: "We shall al- 
ways keep open the 
door of 


honest 
discussion — even to

"We shall continue to make 


concrete and realistic proposals 
for disarmament, for a just so-

Forecaster Credits Civil 
Defense Emergency Work 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — Ver- 


non Houghton, river forecaster of 
the federal-state flood forecasting 
service, said today Civil Defense 
officials should 'be credited with 
doing« much to prevent excessive 
flood damage, 


Houghton made the comment in 


releasing an estimate of the dam- 
age caused by floods in the July 
14-18 period last year in western 
Pennsylvania. Damage was esti- 
mated at $3,531,891. Savings due 
to flood warnings totaled $1,213,- 
000. 


"In the old days we telephoned 


the mayors or burgesses or some 


other official of communities that 
precautions should be taken be- 
cause of our forecast of rising wa- 
ters," Houghton said. "Sometimes 
the officials took action and some- 
times they didn't. Now, we notify 
Civil Defense authorities and they 
act immediately." 


As chief river forecaster it is 


Houghton's job to predict stream 
crests. During a flood he's almost 
on continuous duty. 


The report which he released to- 


day has been forwarded to Wash- 
ington to help government of- 
ficials in their planning to pre- 
vent future floods.

Good lawns result fro n a num- 
ber of correct pratices—all done 
at the rigfnt time. These need 
not be coscly or greatly involv- 
ed. By making careful plans and 
foIlD'A-liig each step in season, 
time and effort can be conserv- 
ed and expenses held to a mini- 
mum, 


One of the first things to do 


now that the snow is gone (and 
we hope for good) Is to rake. 
Never use a steel garden rak«- 
ori the lawn, nor any rake that 
pulls out grass plants. Such 
rakes op«n up the turf for weed 
seeds to germinate. Instead use 
£ broom-type rake that will not 
dig into the grass This kind of 
rake caji be used successfully 
for 
removing 
matted 
dowii 


leaves. Be sure that you remove 
the marced leaves as quickly as 


County Agricultural Agent- 
possible to prevent smothering 
the grass. 


Now, how about the business 


of rolling. Actually tlw roller !s 
an overrated lawn implement, 
grader, or a tool to smooth out 
the uneven humps and bumps 
It can't be done! Another com- 
mon error is to roll the lawn 
when it's too wet with too heavy 
a roller. This results in the soil 
becoming compacted and tigh* 
and wh*>t happens? The so?l 
sheds water instead of absorbing 
it and the grass roots tend to be 
shallow because of poor pene- 
tration of a?r and water. Rolling 
can be beneficial in pressing 
grass roots heaved out by frost 
back into the soil. But please, 
please, use only a light roller. 
Roll any time this month when 
foot prints in the turf show no 
moisture. 


Late fail fertilization (Octo- 


ber and November) may in- 
crease the disease problem 11= 
the grass. 'Hie same is true with 
early Spnug fertilisation. Wait 
until late April or early May 
to put on fertilizer. This is 
contrary to all the advertise- 
ments which you see. They say 
early spring is the time to ferti- 
lize. I'll leave it up to you to 
decide what you're going to do.

Miss Hagy said: "The young 


college people we encounter are 
more global-minded than when I 
was in school. But (hey don't seem 
able to work up the passions and 
indignations that we did when 
I was in college. 


"They seem to feel that the era 


of social welfare reform is pretty 
much over. Their paramount con- 


cern is the threat of 'war. 


"I don't think they're more con- 


formist than we were. Young peo- 
ple always have had a great emo- 
tional need to live in groups. They 
establish their own clothing and 
slang and the like. It helps them 
cut the umbilical cord to their 
parents. 


"To my mind the sad thing 


about so many young people today 
is that they don't seem young 
enough. They're all so realistic 
and have an astonishingly high de- 
gree of acceptance of things as 
they are."

Meade Alcorn.is such a one. 
"With a few moments of frank- 
ness he dented, although the dent 
disappeared fast, the long tradi- 
tion which seems to require politi- 
cal big-wigs to slam-bang tHe op- 
ppsition only and never admit 
defeat beforehand. 
L Alcorn, 51, did his share of slam- 
banging before he r e s i g n e d 
Wednesday as chairman of the 
Republican National Committee 
after more than 22 months of try- 
ing to steer his party down a vic- 
tory road. 


But it was his plain talk — 


months before the 1958 elections— 
that his party figured to lose 
which anguished some of his fel- 
low-Republicans and astonished 
politicians of both parties. 


Alcorn, a lawyer who is going 


back to his practice in Connec- 
ticut, looked over the prospects 
last April and announced to news- 
men "it isn't in the cards" for 
the Republicans to win the Senate. 
' He thought his party might bare- 
ly make it in the House. 


'Among politicians this umbrella 


of (loom which Alcom raised over 
his parry's chances may have 
seemed unheard of, unnecessary, 
unprofessional and even unsport- 
ing. It was certainly unrehearsed. 


- But it was realistic. And it was 
justified, for what seemed at the 
time like wild optimism from his 
opposite number, Paul Butler, 
chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, turned out to 
be rather conservative. 
-Butler predicted the Democrats 
tfould win perhaps 12 seats from 
the Republicans in the Senate and 
40 in the House. In the 1958 elec-

Diplomats Brace for May 
Foreign Ministers' Powwow

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—In, connection with the forthcoming 


meeting of the Council of Foreign Ministers, May 11, to prepare 
for the summit conference on the German situation later in the 
summer, somebody should write a book on the history of these 
16-year-old, exclusive debating societies. 


The Council of Foreign Ministers could be a great force for world 


peace. To the extent that it might try to dictate to smaller powers, 
it would be suspect But if it could confine itself to solving the 
differences between the big powers, it might be more effective in- 
surance against "World War III. 


AS REVIEWED IN A PREVIOUS dispatch, there were five or 


nine CFM meetings—depending on how you count them—in which 
the Russians took part from 1943 through 194" 


What is listed officially as the sixth CFM meeting was held in 
Paris May 23-June 20, 1949. Dean Acheson had become secretary 
of state. The Council was convened to work on German and 
Austrian peare treaties, after the breakdown of these negotiations 
in London in 1947. It failed again. 


In April 1949, America, Britain and France had merged their 


three zones of occupation in Germany. The German Federal 
Republic (West Germany) was established. 


TO COUNTER THESE MOVES the Russians proposed CFM 


meetings on German demilitarization in June 1950. There were 
four-power exploratory talks of deputies in Paris March 4-June 
21,1951. But the three western powers finally decided that another 
foreign ministers* meeting would be useless. 


The Russians made another proposal for a CFM meeting to be 


held in Washington in July, 1951, but it was rejected. 


So the next CFM session—officially the seventh—= was held in 


Berlin, Jan. 25-Feb. 18, 195,4, with Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles taking over. Again'the foreign ministers were unable to 


i reach agreement on Austria and Germany. But they did agree 


to hold a Far East peace parley, to be attended by Communist 
China.

says he's a little frightened by 
some trends in American music. 


With a nostalgic look in his eyes, 


he told of the era which produced 
Tatum, Goodman, Miller, Bigard 
and Armstrong. 


"You hear a lot of noise these 


days, but what does it all mean? 


"There's hardly a demand for 


anything good any more. Every- 
one used to enjoy music. It-was 
festive. It was gay. It was roman- 
tic. You could dance to it. It came 
from the heart. 


"Everything is a fad now. Echo 


chambers, chimes, howling chor- 
uses — anything to get a different 
sound." 


Teagarden isn't worried about 


the quality of today's performers. 
"Technically, they're better than 
the musicians of 20 or 30 years 
ago," he said. 


Jack does much of the arrang- 


ing for his own band. On a recent 
tour of Asia for the State Depart- 
ment, he stopped in New Delhi 
and asked for the score for the 
Indian national anthem. 


The only one available was for 


the 90-piece Minneapolis Sympho- 
ny Orchestra, which visited India 
a few years ago. Teagarden hur- 
riedly re-arranged for his sextet.

year. Bond dealers are confident 
today that rising yields and high 
taxes will help them sell the'lot. 


State and municipal offerings 


were just under 7 billion dollars 
in 1957. They climbed to nearly 
7% billion last year, and bond 
men say they may top 8 billion 
dollars in 1959. 
" Already there's a whopping to- 
tal outstanding for any one to buy 
if he wants to cut his federal in- 
come tax payments. At the start 
of the year there were 54 billion 
dollars of such issues, 3% times 
as many as just 12 years before. 


Offerings are expected to in- 


crease because state and local 
governments face a growing de- 
mand for civic service lacilities. 
It's unlikely taxes can be hiked 
enough to take care of all imme- 
diate needs. Borrowing must be 
increased. 


Tax-conscious investors are giv- 


ing state and municipal securities 
a bigger play because yields on 
them are approaching those on 
some common stocks. For tax- 
payers in the upper brackets, this 
puts the return much higher.

Most outstanding tax-exempts 


are of the general obligation vari- 
ety. 
That means interest and 


yearly amortization are paid out 
of state' or municipality general 
funds — raised by taxation of the 
property, sales or other tax vari- 
ety. The , various governments 
stand fully behind them, so they 
can be sold at lower interest 
costs than can revenue bonds. 


This second variety pays inter- 


est and amortization out of eel- 
lections of tolls or other fees 
paid by users of the specific proj- 
ect. They aren't a burden on the 
general taxpayer. Since they de- 
pend on the success of the proj- 
ect they financed, interest charg- 
es are usually higher.
